LONGFELLOW’S 
EVANGELINE. 


TEE ANGELUS. 


Founded Upon the Actual Experience of 
a French Colony. 


Longfellow’s 
beautiful 
and 
pa­ 
thetic poem “ Ev angeline” was fo und­ 
ed upon the actual experience of a 
French colony which settled in Nov a 
Scotia, then called Acadia, in 1G04. 
When the territory was ceded to E ng­ 
land in 
17 13 the inhabitants were re­ 
quired to take the oaih of allegiance 
to their new sov ereign. 
Those who 
refused to do so were giv en two years 
to emigrate. Many went to the near­ 
est French colony, which was Louisi­ 
ana, but the greater part took the o ath 
and remained. 
But there was con­ 
stant friction between the colonists 
of 
French 
and English ancestry, 
which came to a climax in 17 55, when 
ano ther war between England and 
France broke out. 
T he Acadians re­ 
fused to bear arms against the French; 
they were accused of furnishing aid 
and info rmatio n to the enemies 
of 
England, and were suspected and in 
many cases conv icted of inciting the 
Indians to make war upo n the 
co­ 
lonial go v ernment and the English 
settlers. 
The whole French po pula­ 
tion, who refused to enter the English 
army, were condemned to 
banish­ 
ment, their property was confiscated,, 
their crops were seized 
and 
their 
houses tv ere burned by the 
British 
soldiers. 
It. is said that not less than 
18 ,000 men, women and 
children, 
thus compelled to emigrate, scattered 
themselv eso v erNo rth America. Some 
went to Quebec, St. Louis, I Detroit 
and o ther places where there were 
French colonies, but the most of them 
went to Lousiana, which then 
be­ 
longed to France, and settled on the 
bayous west of the Mississippi riv er, 
where 
their descendants are now 
kno wn as Creoles, or 
“ Cajuns”— a 
negro co rruptio n of the word Aca­ 
dians.— W. B. Curtis, in Chicago Rec­ 
ord.

The most famous of modern pic­ 
tures, The Angelus, 
after 
to uring 
~ 
0 j 
America like a prirm donna, has been j 
bo ught back into France for 7 00,000 j 
francs— a tidy bit of money in any 
language. 
The history of this picture is more j 
than interesting; it is an ironic tr a g- j 
edy. 
In the first place, The Angelus ; 
is not a Millet, or, at least, v ery little I 
of it is his work. As a painting it was j 
nev er more than mediocre. 
Millet 
was not abov e painting pot-boilers, j 
and The Angelus was one of these j 
hurried and 
scamped 
productions. 
W hether the artist, in 
his pov erty, 
used cheap paints, or whether the pic- j 
ture was badly v arnished by heedless j 
amateurs, I do not know, but it began 
to crack and scale before it had a 
fair chance of being known. At this 
period T he Angelus was all Millet, 
and no one dreamed of calling it a 
masterpiece; no one ev er imagined 
that it would be looked upon as a sym­ 
bol of France and would to ur 
the 
world like a prim a donna. 
Little by 
little it began to peel. Flakes fell off j 
here and ’there. 
In a word, it under­ 
went the slow, painful process of a 
boy recov ering from 
scarlet 
fev er j 
The dealer who owned the picture at 
that ‘time called in his expert work­ 
men, and as fast as a flake fell off they 
painted in the blank space. 
(By the 
way, two of these repairers are now 
artists who hav e 
attained 
success; 
their names need not be mention ■ .) 
In the meantime. Millet died. 
The 
Angelus was exhibited in Par - 
Crit­ 
ics and poets t>egan to see that it was 
the symbol of France— the symbol of 
the eternal peasant with the empty 
hands. And month by month the pic­ 
ture became less a Millet, and in ex­ 
act proportion its fame spread in the 
world. Always little patches o f paint 
kept-puffing up, cracking, dropping 
off, and always the workmen replaced 
the falling pieces, until there was 
hardly a brush mark of Millet’s k i t 
on the canv a*—no thing except the 
signature and a little of the monot­ 
onous sky across which 
comes the 
sound of the far-off bells. 
Then, at 
last. The Angelus entered definitely 
upon its career of glory, 
touring 
America. 
T he grim irony of it is that Millet 
will always be famous for a picture 
which is not his— sav e the signature 
and a hand’s breadth of sky. It s an 
old story on earth. 
We do no t often 
praise in a man what is praiseworthy, 
and

ff!y we praise him for 
a no .k 
u: n’s best. 
What nine peo­ 
ple in un admire in Shakespeare is 
Colley Cribber-— the retouching of 
some acto r or manager.

T he motion for the new trial 
must b e sustained for the error in 
refusing the instruction and for not 
giving an instruction at the end of 
the whole case that plaintiff was 
not entitled to recover.

MOSQUITOES AND MALARIA. 


New Scientific Theory of the Disease to 
Be Tested 


Various theories of the way m alaria 
is acquired have b een held from time 
to tim e, b ut the most recent, and that 
which b est explains the conduct of the 
disease, is t ha t the germ of malaria 
has two distinct phases of existence, 
one of which is passed in. man, the 
other in the mosquito. 
T he insect 
sncks t he b lood of a person who has 
malarial fever, and 
takes 
in 
the 
germ s of the disease with the b lood. 
T he germs m ultiply in the m osquito’s 
vStomach, are carried to its salivary 
glands, and so are injected into the 
b lood of a healtihy m a n 
wliom 
the 
mosquito next b ites. 
Direct, proof of this theory is afford­ 
ed in several wavs. 
T he r e is a char- 
acteristic sub stance 
found 
in* 
the 
hloo'd of m alarious patients, and it is 
f oun d also in mosquitoes which have 
b itten malarious patients. 
Miosqui- 
toes which have fed upon persons af­ 
flicted with m alaria 
have 
infected 
b irds with the disease, wliile other 
mosquitoes- taken at the &arne time, 
b ut not allowed to b ite persons having 
malaria, have in no 
case 
infected 
b irds. 
It has b een proved f ur t he r ilnrt tlie 
pa rt of the life history of tlie malaria 
ge n n which is lived in the insect c a n ­ 
not b e lived in tlie b lood of a verte­ 
b rate animal. 
Finally, negative ])roof 
of the thcorv is afford-ed b v t he fact, 
which has b een repeatedly ob served 
in the tropics and other intensely m a ­ 
larious places, that newcomers c^(‘ap.c 
m alaria so long as they protect t he m ­ 
selves against the stings of the night- 
flying niosqiiitocs.
